THE RIGHT OF 
APPEAL 


The Government is to be com- 
mended for Having decided jto 
amend the Jaw in respect of 
appeals from magisterial de- 
cisions, so as to bring it more in- 
to.line with the necessities im- 
plied by the fact that: the great 
majority of defendants in Police 
Court cases are persons of very 
limited means. The proposed 


.[change in the law .is described 


as a cheap, simple and: direct 
method of appeal from a Magis- 
trate’s conviction or sentence; a 
close reading of the amending 
Bill ‘shows that the description 
is a correct one. Under the law 
as it exists at present, provision 
for appeal is made, but the pro- 
eedure is a somewhat, com- 
plicated one, involving the neces- 
sity of calling on a Magistrate 
to state a case for the opinion 
of the Full Court, and also lay- 
ing__down__certain__ stipulations | 
which: make the process rather 
costly. In fact, the present re- 
quirements are so oncrous in 
character as to make it practical- 
ly impossible for a poor person 
labouring under a sense of 
gricvance to avail himself of the 
appeal provisions—a circum- 
stance which doubtless accounts 
for the infrequency with which 
appeals are lodged. Under the 
amendments now: proposed, a 
convicted person who has not 
pleaded guilty will be able to 
appeal against his actual con-. 
viction, whilst a person who has 
admitted his guilt. can appeal 
against the sentence imposed. 


:| A point to be stressed is that the 


appeals, which. will be heard by 
a Judge of the Supreme Court, 
can be made by the appellant‘in 
person, if he so desires, thus 
cutting out legal costs, whilst if 


‘)he succeeds in his appeal it will 


be competent for the Judge to 
award him such costs as might 
have been incurred _in the 
magisterial proceedings or such 
other sum as may be reasonable 
in the circumstances. There is 
the further discretion vested in 
the Judge that, in awarding costs 


‘{to either party, he may take in- 


to account their actual means. 
It will thus be seen that every” 
facility will; under the proposed 
changes, be afforded a defendant 
who feels that he has been un- 


.| fairly penalised. ° Of importance

MORE DEMOCRACY ? 


Recent dispatches from Moscow 
foreshadow changes in Soviet con- 
atitutional practice which, at first 
glance, stiggert an approximation 
to democratic methods. Voting in 
Soviet elections, it is suggested, is 
to be secret and not, as formerly, 
by « show of hands. .The pecullar 
inequality of Soviet electoral Inw 
which accorded 26,000 city dwellers 
as much representation nr 126,000 
peasants is to be climinated. The 
system of election to the higher 
Soviet bodies is to be mnde more 
simple and more direct. Judgment 
must be reserved until the full 
details of these suggested changes 
are announced and enacted’ tinto 
Inw. Jt may be said, however, that 
not one of them strikes at the root 
of the causes which. make the 
Soviet system fundamentally un- 
democratic and which give’ Stalin 
greater personal power, especially 
in the economic field, than any 
Tsar of recent generations enjoyed, 
the Christian Science Monitor 
points out. It is noteworthy that 
neither Germany nor Italy, where 
the present rulers are avowedly 
contemptuous. of liberalism and 
parlinmentary democracy, enforces 
ener voting or inequality of voting 
rights as between different classes 
of citizens, This does not prevent

‘Kn interesting ‘personality, with. 43 
yenra of active service nt see; much 
of it on tho Chinn Const, has decld- 
ed to retlre nnd will be sailing short- 
ly for ie native land. 

Mo fa Captain Joh. Jacobsen, who 
was up to rocently im command of 
the Gustav Dicderichsen, pirated two 
years ago, and has h had @ most In- 
teresting carcer. A modest man, his 
lfc story, aa told here in brief, had 
to i obtained from a close friend. 

aptain Jncobson was born in 
Flew urg, Schleswig, on May 13, 
1817. In thir. town ho spent. hin 
childhood and. had his education. In 
tho apring of 1892, when fifteen years 
old, he started his career at sea on 0 
stoanicr of which his —— was 'cap- 
tain, where ‘ho remaiped for ‘seven 
months, only. 


From 1893 to 1896 ho sailed with 


““T the fast-golng German sailing ships, 


in. tho snitpetre trade from Homburg 
to South Amerien and up the Paclfio 
Const, and in 1896. was shipwrecked 
with ono of these ships, a bark named 
the Portrimpos, twenty miles north 
of tho Columbia river, and barely 
esenped from death, 

From’ 1890 to 1898, durin the 
American-Spanish War at Cuba, 
young Jgcobsen railed om mate on o 
tranaport, the Cumberland, nnd tand- 
ed trooper and war mntoriniIs at 1 
place called Dni-lare, about twenty 
miles from Santiago, Cuba. During. 
thia period he observed the bombard- 
ment of tho forts of Santingo, and 
later when thia place had been taken 
went into the harbour and took part 
in the celebration of the victory. 

Wrecked in Hurricane 

On September 8, 1899, in Galveston, 
Texans, he was shipwrecked with the 
transport in the harbour by a‘ hurri- 
cane and apring-tide which lasted 
for six hours and destroyed the whole 
town, over 10,000 people being killed 
and drowned. 

Capt. Jacobsen himsclf had a lucky 
escape wy jumping from the ship on 
it was dashed against tho pier and 
broken up in pieces. Ho took refuge | x: 
on the roof of a nearby godown, a 
strong structure, whero he remained | § 
during tho night untit the water 
which flooded the town had subsided, 

The next day ho experienced one of 
the most horrible sights, thousnnds of 
corpses of men, women and children 
floating about. 

Thereafter .ho took part in tho 
rescue work, a most strenuous task 
owing to Iack of food, water and 
medica! supptics. After the place 
had been clenred. and put in order, 
Capt. Jacobsen worked on a dig 
dredger digging canals in ordor to 
reflont and bring out three large 
steamers which had, been washed on 
shore during tho hurricane. 

From 1900 to 1901, Capt. Jacobsen 
snjled with American and English

Of. this - he was ‘tho 
manager until 1025, 

Then again came the call of the Far 
East, which ho could not resist, and 
he came out again as Captain-of tho 
Dorry, a new ship-which he brought 
out, and on this he remained until 
1930, when he went home again to 
bring out a new ateamer, the: present 
Gustav Diederichsen, on which he 
was the Captain until his retirement; 
at the beginning of this month. 

Experience With Pirates 

- During his second period in the 

Fur. East he experienced being 
pirated on the Gustav Diederichsen, 
n February 1033, 

Ho has, also weathered many 
typhoons, and tho worst he oxperl- 
enced was in 1928 on tho Dorry, in 
the Gulf of Tonking. At that time 
his compass on the top ‘bridge. was 
blown away, and much'damage was 
done to everything.on deck; doors to 
the cabins and ether fixturos wore 
splintered and washed overbonrd, the 
ship was half flooded with water, or 
in other words partly ahipwree - 
but like the able seaman fo is, ho 
managed, a8 on other occensions, to 
bring his ship safe into harbour. 

Captain Jacobsen’s father (Capt. 
BE. A, Jacobren) was ao native of 
Flensburg, and for many years & 
master of sailing ships on the China 
Const. He first cnmo .out hero to 
tho Far East with a sailing ship in 
1860, and many. years later with the 
Flensburg steamér Thyra, in which 
he waa, in 1889, shipwrecked in the 
English Channel. Later he became 
Captain of n now Flensburg steamer 
of the samo name, on which ho sailed 
until] 1896, when ho died on board of 
a heart selzuro in tho ‘harbour of 
Riga. His body was taken homo to

He knows that so vast is 
the total of eggs entering this 
country from ubroad that the 
figures are almost unintelligible 
except to those who 
astronomical statistics.

Liverpool and Leith followed, with 
220 and 195 millions respectively. 
Then Hull, Glasgow, Harwich, 
Holyhead and Newcastle. 


But while the foreigner ia still 
doing far too well out of the 
British egg market tho domestic 
hen fa no idle dowager. She 
aecounts for nenrly 2,000 million 
eggs in the year, puts her beat 
leg forward in April and gives 
November up as a bud job. 


Foy .is not conducive to egg- 
laying, and she puts up a distinctly 
better, performance in December 
than November. Her figures _im- 
prove through Jnnuary and Feb- 
ruary right up to June,

“NEW WORLD CRITICISM

Western art, “These scrolls,” said 
this writer, “do possess a quality 
which recommends them; they are.

THE RIGHT OF 
APPEAL | 


The Government is to be com- 
mended ‘for ‘having decided jto 
amend the Iaw in: respect of 
appeals from magisterial de- 
cisions, so as to bring it more in- 
to line with ‘the necessities im- 
plied by the fact that the great 
majority of defendants in Police 
Court cases are persons of very 
limited means. The proposed 
change in the law is described 
as a cheap, simple and direct 
method of appeal from a Magis- 
trate’s conviction or sentence; a 
close reading of the amending 
Bill shows that the description 
is a correct one. Under the Jaw 
ag it exists at present, provision 
for appeal is made, but the pro- 
cedure {js n somewhat com- 
plicated one, involving the neces- 
sity of calling on a Magistrate 
to state a case for.the opinion 
of the Full Court, and also lay-

to account their actual means. 
It will thug be ‘seen that ‘every

who feels that he has been un- 
fairly penalised.. Of importance 
is the proviaion whereby appeals 
can be entered not only against 
the- conviction, but against the 
sentence as well. Past exper- 
jence has revealed striking 
anomalies ‘and variations in the 
imposing of sentences by some 
of our Magistrates, not only 
when compared with the de- 
cisions of other Magistrates, but 
‘even with their own, in cases of 
a Ike nature, One reault of the 
Proposed ‘changes, therefore, 
should. be to sécure: greater uni- 
formity of magisterial decision.

Planning Committee has laid its 
plans well; and the lender of the

MORE DEMOCRACY ? 


Recent dispatches from Moscow 
foreshadow changes in Sovict con- 
stitutional practice which, at firat 
glance, suggest an spproximation 
to democratic methods. Voting in 
Soviet elections, it is sugsested, is 
to he secret and not, as formerly, 
by a show of hands. The peculiar 
inequalit} of Soviet electoral law 
which accorded 26,000 city dwellers 
as much representation ns 126,000 
pensants {sto be ¢liminated. The 
system of election to the higher 
Sovict bodies is'to be made more 
simple.and more direct. Judgment 
must be reserved until the full 
detnils of these suggested changes 
are announced and. enacted iinto 
law. It may be said, however, that 
not one of them strikes at the root 
of the causes which make the 
Sovict system fundamentally. un- 
democratic and which give Stalin 
greater personal power, eapecially 
‘in the economie field, than any 
Tsar of recent generations enjoyed, 
the Christian Science Monitor 
points out, It is noteworthy -that 


the present rulers are ayowedly 
contemptuous of ‘Iiberalism and 
parlamentary democracy, enforces 
open voling or inequality of voting 
rights as between different classes 
of_citizens, This docs.not.prevent.
